KEBTIASD, Ind, Oct. 13—An ex-

of Zimri Dwiggins" fine 


work has occupied the attention of the 
courts here for the past two days 
Prom the evidence adduced it appears 
that Zimri sold to sundry confiding

they were to be retained nt the Com- 
mercial bank at Oxford and be thus 
paid.

was to cover the amount of a loan to 
Zimri not otherwise secured Mr. Me- 
Knight has been called on to pay by 
the receiver of the wrecked banks.
